OROVILLE CITRUS FAIR. 


Opening of the Pavilion Last Evening 
a Grand Success.

O r o v il l e , January 7th.—Oroville is in 
holiday attire fo r the Fair. Extra electric 
lights have been put up at various parts 
throughout the city, and m any stores aud 
residences are decorated with fruit and 
evergreens. 
A large num ber of excursionists arrived 
during the day and evening and the hotels 
are all full. 
The State Citrus Fair of the northern 
belt was formally opened this evening at 
8:30 o'clock. A t that tim e the assemblage 
was called to order by Edward Fogg, who 
introduced Chris. Green, the President of 
the State Hoard of Agriculture. 
Air. Green spoke briefly, congratulating 
the people of the northern citrus belt 
upon their splendid exhibition and enter­ 
prise. 
Edward B. Price was then introduced, 
líe made an eloaaent address relating to 
the history of citrus culture in the northern 
citrus belt. W e are kuown as the citrus 
belt, he said, but it is a well-known fact 
that we grow everything else under the 
sun. 
He went on to say that speech was 
useless when the exhibit just opened as it 
was overpowered by its dazzling appear­ 
ance. The visitors m ust behold and form 
their own opinions. 
H e then referred to their imm ense pro­ 
duction of citrus fruits in this section, and 
quoted statistics iu support of his state­ 
ment. 
H e called upon his hearers to contrast 
the scene before them with what the people 
of the East are now enduring. From the 
shores of the Atlantic clear across the con­ 
tinent the country is submerged in ice and 
snow, wbile here we are in the m idst of 
a glorious citrus fair. 
Singing by a chorus of forty ladies and 
gentlemen followed, 
and then Director 
George W. Hancock, of the State A gricult­ 
ural Society, was called upon for remarks. 
Mr. Hancock complimented the people of 
Butte and of the other counties whose ex­ 
hibits was shown upon the magnificent 
display. 
H e said they had the grandest 
country in the world and expected them to 
continue to prosper in c itru 3 culture. 
Music by the band closed the exercises. 
The w eather is a trille chilly, but not 
enough to m ar the success of the fair. 


WHAT IT LOOKS LIKE. 
The fair is held under a m am m oth can­ 
vas Pavilion nearly three hundred feet 
long by about one hundred wide, covering 
(be north lawn of the Butte county Court­ 
house grounds. 
To the visitor who enters the Pavilion 
for the first time, the sight is sim ply daz­ 
zling. 
It appears to be one glittering con­ 
tused jum ble of swaying foliage, stre am ers, 
b a n n e rs, festooDS and flow ers. 
It is bewildering. 
Presently, however, the visitor recovers 
from the shock, and the scene begins to re­ 
volve before him and gradually shape itself. 
He sees before him three long avenues ex­ 
tending the entire leugth of the place, with 
innum erable little by-paths aud cross­ 
streets. 
He sees great, strong orange trees 
growing right up through the flooring lit­ 
erally loaded down w ith immense clusters 
of yellow fruit. He sees countless tables 
and benches groaning under their burdeus 
of citrus and deciduous fruits arranged in 
every conceivable design and m anner. 
P u t he m ust stand there like a gawk no 
longer. 
The crowd behind is pushing for­ 
ward, and he is aroused and moves along 
too. 
Im m ediately to the right of the m ain en­ 
trance, comfortably ami snugly quartered 
in the corner, is the exhibit of I!er & Rob­ 
inson of Oroville. I ’ is arranged on a long, 
sloping platform, and is loided down with 
big and little oranges of various varieties; 
apples, pears and various kinds of vegeta­ 
bles, which, though not in the citrns class, 
make a nice appearance. On one corner of 
the platform stands a little log cabin boun­ 
teously stored with corn. In tront of it is 
a doll of Ethiopian type armed w ith a gun. 
He is closely watching the movements of 
a coon which, a few yards away, appears 
to be anxious to get at the corn or any 
other eatables that m ight be inside. 
Mr. 
Her claims that the Ethiopian is a produc­ 
tion of the citrus belt an i is therefore ad­ 
missible as an exhibit, though no prizes are 
m entioned in the list for this variety. 
PLACER COUNTY. 
Leaving the "colored getnmeri” and his 
dogs to look after the safely of the corn, 
the visitor turns down the right-hand 
avenue and moves along the north wall of 
the Pavilion for a few feet. 
He finds him self in front of a section of 
the handsome exhibit of Placer county. 
It occupies a space of sixty feet long by 
twelve deep, and not a square inch of this 
space escapes duty. It is arranged on the 
plan of a booth,with the exception that thg 
visitor cannot step inside—there is no 
room. From the front railing extends up- 
wa..l and backward ar. em bankm ent of 
oranges and other fruits, the immensity of 
which and uniqueness ol design it is sei- 
doLu the iot of one to see. This em bank­ 
ment or terrace extends the full length of 
the exhibit, and its surface Í3 interwoven 
with a sort of lattice-work shelving, thus 
forming a m yriad of diamond-shaped re­ 
ceptacles for the fiuit. 
Iu thtse spaces are 
arranged, in splendid harm ony of color, 
etc , twenty varieties of Placer county or­ 
anges, apples, lemons, raisins, dgs, nuts 
and dried fruits, m aking an exceedingly 
pretty and pleasing appearance. 
At the 
base of this half pyram idal structure are 
two long platforms, upon which are ar- 
rar.ged several dozen of glass jars contain­ 
ing various kinds of 
preserved 
fruits. 
Heavy Corinthian pillars rise up from 
these platforms, 
supporting a skeleton 
roof of evergreens ar.d palms, the columns 
themselves being nehly dressed with an 
interlacing of sm ilax and bearing orange 
bougb3. This exhibit is under the super­ 
vision of Messrs. H. E. Parker of Penryn 
and Robert Jones of Newcastle, and is 
made up principally from contributions 
from Mr. Parker’s orchards. 
Im m ediately joining this exhibit is that 
of A. I. Bottrdman & Co., of the A uburn 
Nursery. It occupies a space of 15x12 feet 
in area and consists of a tasty pyramid cf 
the floral productions of those nurseries, 
showing many rare tropical plants which 
flourish in the northern' citrus belt, and a 
profusion of citrus and deciduous fruits. It 
is a worthy exhibit and attracts m uch at­ 
tention. 
This completes Placer county’s exhibit. 
The whole is a most deserving display. 
It 
is under the auspices of the Board of Trade 
of that county. 
SUTTER’S s h o w . 
Leaving Placer, th e visitor next reach es 
Sutter county’s display, which in every 
seD se of th e word “ occupies” the fifty feet 
allotted to it. In fact, this exhibit naodid 
more room, but under the circumstances 
this was impossible. 
The display is in 
charge of R. C. Kells of Yuba City, and is 
one of the most original and unique in de­ 
sign to be seen. It consists of a series of 
pyram ids of oranges, 
iemous, 
canned 
fruits, houey, raisins, figs and jars of pre­ 
served fruits. 
The background is richly 
dressed in palm s and evergreens interwoven 
with fruit-laden orange b o u g h s. 
Just in front of the exhibit stands an 
im ita tio n locomotive draw ing th re e cars, 
which, for its originality, deserves special 
m ention. The train is 38 feet in length 
aici the cars nre 2J feet high. The cars are 
walled and roofed with row upon row of 
luscious oraDges adroitly attached by fine 
wires. The locomotive is evpn more unique 
in appearance. The boiler is composed of 
layers of figs; the steam-chest and cab of 
oranges, while the p ilo t, smoke-stack and 
other a t'E c h m e n ts 
are 
hidden beneath 
layers of lemons, rairius and o th e r pro­ 
ducts. 
The train is labeled "S utter County on 
W heels,” and is calculated i > c.il! g;men­ 
tion to the fact that 8ulier county ie a 
great fruit-shipping point and m egs; tc> 
progress as such. 


To the rear of the train and just beside 
the track is a ¡arce building—at least large 
in m iniature, being about 12 fret high by 
12 square—which is patterned after and 
represents Sntier county's big packing­ 
house. The exterior walls of this build­ 
ing are wreathed with oranges, while in­ 
side are to be seen samples of preserved 
fruit in e)as3j irs. Tne greater portion of 
this exhibit is made bv J . P. Onslott, of 
Y’uba C'ily. 


YUBA cou nty's EXHIBIT. 


Y'n'oa county, like Suiter, suffers some­ 
w hat from want of room, but that is be­ 
cause she makes an unusually large dis­ 
play. Even as it is. she occupies 100 square 
yards of space, including the northeast cor­ 
ner of the Pavilion. 
C. N. Tharslng, the genia! gentleman 
who has charge of this display, estimates 
that he has 40 000 oranges and 5,000 lemons 
in his exhibit, to say nothing of the count­ 
less pyramids, jars' aud boxes of other 
fruits, preserved and fresh. 
The display is very tastefully and artis 
tically arranged. 
Four immense pillars of 
oranges are placed at even distances apart 
along the wall nf the Pavilion, the largest 
of which occupies the corner. 
Between 
these pillars are long, sloping walls, ex­ 
tending outward and downward about ten 
feet, and upon these are arranged an ex­ 
ceedingly pretty mosaic work of oianges 
and 
lemons—the oranges form ing the 
groundwork and the lemons the various 
designs—m aking a most striking appear 
ance. 
In front ot the display is arranged a cosy 
little rustic bower containing several seats 
for those who may become fatigued. 
The principal contributors to Yuba’s ex­ 
hibit are Colonel Woodruff and J. C. W hite, 
both of whom are foremost fruit-growers 
of that county. 


b u tte's m a g n ific e n c e. 


Upon leaving Y'uba’s display the visitor 
enters upon what may justly be said to be 
the grandest and most marvelous exhibi­ 
tion of this kind ever seen in California. 
It is Butte county’s contribution to the fair. 
It takes op theentire south wall of the P a­ 
vilion and comprises the contributions of 
m any exhibitors. 
To describe this county’s wondrous show 
as it should be discribed would be impossi 
ble. 
It begins upon the rear wall of the Pa­ 
vilion, and the first section is devoted to 
a display of the products of Therm alito— 
Senator A. F. Jone’s pride. This secticn 
represents a sum m er lawn, and rc-preseuts 
it well. The background is one mass of 
ferns and palms, in various designs, with 
here and there a neat design worked adroitly 
in oranges. 
Near the lop som ething like 
300 oranges are fastened against the wall in 
such a m anner as to form the word “Ther- 
raalito,” in large letters. 
The lawn is on a 
raised platform and is reached by ascend 
ing a short flight of stairs. 
It covers 
probably 
thirly 
square 
yards. 
In 
the center of it stands an inviting little 
sum m er-house covered with a 
striped 
awning, and in which are several tete-a-tete 
rustic chairs. 
The surface of the platform 
is covered with frtsh sod, and here and 
there are ingeniously shrunken earthen 
pots from which sprout shrubs and palms 
and plants of various kinds—for all the 
world as though they grew from the sod 
direct. 
Among the 
latter are 
several 
orange trees beariug their first crops. 
On 
either side of the stairs are arranged pyra­ 
m ids of oranges and preserved fruit in jars, 
most of which were raised on the grounds 
of the Butte County Hospital at T herm a­ 
lito. 
In a conspicuous place is a little 
orange tree sprouting from a big pot, which 
the attendant explains is exhibited for the 
purpose of showing the great natural vital­ 
ity of an orange tree. This one went for a 
year without water aud was, to all appear­ 
ances, dead; but when the recent showers 
came on it picked up, began to thrive, end 
is now in fall bloom. Senator A. F. Jones 
is, of course, the hero of the hour at the 
Tiierm ahto exhibit, and bis manifest ap­ 
preciation ot the exclam ations of wonder 
and adm iration of the visitors upon ob­ 
serving this display is well worth behold­ 
ing. The exhibit is under the abie super­ 
vision of Edward H arkntss. 
To the left of Therm alito is an attractive 
little display of citrus and deciduous fruits, 
but which is to all appearances completely 
overshadowed by the Therm alito show. 
But when the visitor learns that this little 
txhibit is from the orchards of A. J. Entz- 
m an, aud that these orchards are on the 
top of Table Mountain, 800 feet elevation, 
they stop and gaze at it in astonishm ent. 
Therm al.to m ight have been dszzling, 
Sutter wonderful and Placer astonishing, 
but when the visitor moves oa a few yards 
to the left of the Table M ountain exhibit 
he beholds som ething w hich iairiy floors 
him . 
THE FF.IESLEBKN EXHIBIT. 


It is still B utte county, but Butte com ­ 
pletely outdone by one of its own citizens— 
D. N. Friesleben. 
It is the most elaborate 
display by far in the fair, aud no dotibtcost 
many hundreds of dollars. It consists of 
four m iniature buildings of au average 
bight of fifteen feet each, all of which are 
made alm ost entirely of Butte county 
oranges. The first of these is a representa­ 
tion of the Oroville Methodist Church, cor­ 
rect in every detail, even to the clock in 
the steeple. The second is the State Capi­ 
tol at Sacramento, and is the best and most 
skillful piece of work of the four. The third 
building represents the Butte county Court­ 
house and the fourth the Oroville school- 
house. 
Iu the evening the interiors of the 
four structures are lighted, which imparts to 
them increased beauty and effect. 
Sur­ 
rounding these dazzling structures are ver­ 
dant lawns, set out in orange trees and 
tropical planis, with here and there a pyra­ 
mid of deciduous and preserved fruits. Oa 
the school-house lawn stands au imm ense 
bee hive, made entirely of oranges, end 
through the little bee hole pats two pro­ 
cessions of oranges—one going in end the 
other coming out—moved by invisible 
power. On the capítol lawn stands a hand­ 
some lyre, the fram e of which is composed 
of oranges, and the strings of lemons. Still 
farther down on the lawn near the church 
is a large “ horn-of-plenty,” from which 
pours an endless supply of oranges, lemons, 
bananas and other luscious fruits. 
Mr. Friesleben deserves the highest praise 
for this great exhibit, representing as the 
buildings do, the four great principles Gt 
civilization—education, 
justice, 
govern­ 
m ent and religion. 
"W hy,” said it gentleman who c a m e all 
the way from San Francisco t > seo the fair, 
“if so m e iro h c k 3 o m c genii would just tra n s ­ 
fer this show to 'Frisco just as if stands, 
the people there would go wild. I ’ve seen 
lo ts o f citrus fails there, but never any- 
tbine in the line of designs a n d d eco ra­ 
tio n s snch as are shown here.” 
H e spoke the truth. A citrus fair in San 
Fiancisco means scarcely more than a lot 
of tabies and benches upon which are scat­ 
tered the oranges and lemons, regardless of 
arrangement, and wiih only a pasteboard 
card to tell the visitor where the exhibits 
c a n s from. 
Well, when the visitor recovers from the 
trance into which he wa3 thrown by be­ 
holding the Friesleben exhibit, he moves 
on a little further and finds him self in front 
ot the exhibit of the district of Palermo, 
also in Butte county. 
It occupies a space 
of 40 feet in length, and is a fitting side 
partnsr for Mr. Friesleben's gorgeous show. 
Colonel T. B. Ludlura presides over it. In 
the center stands an inviting little rustic 
house, inside of which are to bs seen vari­ 
ous displays of fruits, both fresh and pre­ 
served. This is surrounded by a beautiful 
green lawn of fresh blue-giass. A little to 
the right of the rustic house is a large 
fountain made entirely of oranges, which 
glisten and sparkle m errily in the light as 
ih« spray fails overtbem . Oranges, lemons 
and other fruits grown in Palerm o arc to 
be seen in little pyram ids at various places 
on the lawn, as well as some colossal 
pum pkins grown on a ranch in that vi­ 
cinity owned by Senator Hearst and B. R. 
Taylor. 
Ju s tin front of the rustic bouse stands, 
in m iniature, Bidwell 
Bar 
suspension 
bridge, m ade entirely of oranges, and be­ 
side it is a representation of the celebrated 
Bidwell Bar orange tree, the father of the 
now famous Oroville seedling orange. 
This old tree still stands a t Bidwell Bar, 
on the Feather river, twelve miles north­ 
east of Oroville. The locality is elevated 200 
feet above Oroville. The tree is now thirty- 
five years old, stands thirty feet above the 
ground, has a spread of branches of twenty- 
six feet, and girts arcund the body fifty- 
four inches. P s average annual crop is 
3,000 oranges. It was raised from the seed 
of an Acapulco orange planted in Sacra- 
r ;pyío by a lady in 1854. She afterward 
moved to Bidweii Bar, and took the tree 
with her. It fruited for the first tim e in 
1865. Seeds from the tree have since been 


distributed in and about Oroville, and 
their productions now arc m aking O.ovi’le 
famous. 
STILL MORE OF BUTTE. 
Adjoining the Palerm o garden are shout 
twenty-eight feet of terraced shelves, upon 
which are miscellaneous exhibits from 
various parts of Butte county. Notable 
among these ere contributions from Wyan- 
dotte;'snd Pentz 
Dr. and Mrs. Mansfield, 
ot the former place, show some excellent 
W ashington Navels, M editerranean Swee's 
and seedlings, as weil as sam e choice selec­ 
tions of figs, olives, prunes and other like 
products. 
Joseph Gardell, of Orovillei, also shows 
some attractive fruit. 
W. A. Park, of Clear Creek, exhibits 
fine specimens of nnvels, seedlings and 
sweets from three-year-old and one-year- 
old trees. 
Mrs. Jane W hite has on exhibition a 
box of m onster navels, grown in her garden 
at Orovilie. 
FLUME MINING. 
Next to th^se tiers of miscellaneous ex­ 
hibits is a m iniature flume m ining scene, 
representing the old Golden Gate Flum e 
m ine ou the Feather river, near Oroville. 
This m ine was nearly completed when the 
recent freshets caught it and “ they had to 
pull up stakes for the winter,” ai an old 
m iner put it. Two dams were built and a 
flume big enough to carry the whole river 
clear to the place where it was proposed to 
m ine in the river-bed. The m iniature por­ 
trays the scaue in a most realistic m anner 
with ita running water, daois aud sluices 
It is the work of Mr. Peterson, a citizen of 
Oroville. 
After leaving the m ine the visitor finds 
him self at the front door again, having 
made a complete circuit of the l ’aviliou 
B at he has not yet seen all of the fair. 
In passing up and down Ihe outer avenues, 
he was absorbed in what lined the Pavilion 
walls, and forgot to exam ine the lines ol 
exhibits on either side of the central av­ 
enue, so he starts around again on his 
second tour. 
These central lines of booths and open 
exhibits are composed chiefly of miscella­ 
neous displays, no particular county being 
offi-.ially represented. 
The first of these is an im itation E-ffel 
tower of oranges, twelve feet in bight, 
which presents n very pretty appearance 
It is the contribution of J. W heeler of Oro­ 
ville. 
The next display is a most worthy one, 
inasmuch as it is the exbihit of one ruan 
and not a county. M. V. Roe is the name 
of the exhibitor and the products he shows 
were ail grown at Nimsliew, in Butte 
county, at an elevation of 2,300 feet, with­ 
out irrigation. 
He has his exhibits ar­ 
ranged on a large stand in pyramidal form, 
and in the center stands a four-sided glass 
case, in which are to be seen peanuts, figs, 
prunes and other like products—all grown 
at the same place. 
At the base of this 
esse are pyramids of oranges, twenty vari­ 
eties of apples, twenty varieties of pears 
and manv varieties of vegetables. A rail­ 
ing of wheat and oat sheaves surrounds 
Ibe stacd, and the top is plum ed with 
pampa3 grass and palms. 
Adjoining this is the m ineral cabinet of 
W. E Duncan of Forbestown and L. L 
Anderson of Oroville. It contains some 
elegant specimens of quartz, gold, silver, 
lead, copper, crystals, petrifactions and 
ant eaten wood, besides a collection of In ­ 
dian specimens, sncb as Hint, arrow beads, 
ear-rings, bows, spears, etc. 
Jas. C. Gray, of Oroville, shows a pyra­ 
m id five feet square of m ircellantous fruits 
—citrus and deciduous. 
Adam Heckart. of Oroville, has provided 
a novel stand for his display of citrus fruits. 
He is the inventor of a hydraulic m otor—a 
sort of handcar, which can bs made to run 
up or down over a flume by means of 
naddie-wheels underneath the car, which 
are operated by hand. 
In ihe center of the Pavilion is the baud 
stand, elaborately decorated and festooned. 
Jus: beyond this is aa exhibit of pianos, 
by J. F. Cooper, ot Sacramento, and upon 
these will be rendered selections each e v e n ­ 
in g by Mr. aud Mrs. John C. W alling, of 
Sacramento. 
CHICO REPRESENTED. 
Adjoining the piano exhibit is Chico’s 
display. 
It is a worthy exhibition, consid­ 
ering the short tim e in which the m ana­ 
gers had to get ready. 
The display is 
under the direction of W. J. Costar, oi the 
firm of Campert A Costar of Chico. 
I- 
consists of a large square stund literally 
loaded down with oranges, lemons, nut- 
and figs, surm ounted by a large octagonal 
cese upoa whose sides are shown scenes in 
and around f'hico. 
Surm ounting this isa 
¡arge five-pointed s'.nr, each point contain­ 
ing one of the letters which make up the 
word 
hico,’ 
the letters being cleverly 
worked in nuts and raisins. 
A large lib­ 
erty beil made of wire netting and filled 
with oraDges is suspended over the whole 
A few more miscellaneous displays fol­ 
low the Chico show, thus completing the 
central avenues. 


OTHER FEATURES. 
Between the centra! line and south-wail 
line of exhibits rnns a m iniature steam- 
engine, and three fruit cara loaded with 
oranges. 
This is the same locomotive 
which was exhibited at the recent State 
F air at Sacramento, and is the property of 
W ill Toppins, of Oroville. The little train 
steams down an 80 foot track, and striki ¡g 
a bum per at the end, autom atically re­ 
verses, whistles and starts back on the re­ 
turn trip. 
On each side of the main entrance inside 
the Pavilion are booths—one of which is 
used as an i fiice for the Secretary, Superin­ 
tendent and other officers, and the other for 
a reception room. 
Adjoining the latter is 
a comf rtable little nook for the reporters 
to drop into and scratch a line or two. 
Near the office is the exhibit of W. W. 
Merichew, of Mesilla valley. 
It consists of 
a genera! variety of fruits, vegetables and 
nuts, and attracts m uch favorable com­ 
ment. 
Misers. Norton & Ekm an, formerly of 
Sacramento, but now of Oroville, show 
some excellent specimens of ores and petri­ 
fied woods. 
J. G. Curtis, of Penlz, also exhibi’s some 
excellent variegated marble, quarried at his 
place. 
J. H . Lcgeeíí shows some figs which are 
the wonder of all who behold them. 
Albert C ium ’s little exhibit of boxed 
seedlings and other oranges are attractive, 
too. 
A word should be said for the committee 
which hr, t charge of tne decorations. Tht 
tasty and artistic m anner in winch the root 
and arches of the Pavliion were covered 
with nalms, streamers, Japanese parasols, 
etc., go a great way toward giving the place 
the brilliant appearance it hps, and that 
these gentlemen have carried out their part 
of the program m e with success is evident 
to all who are fortunate enough to attend 
the lair.

New Y o rk , Jan u ary 7th.—Jud.c:e O 'B rien to­ 
day Rave a judgm ent in favor o f George Rice, iu 
his fight w ith th e stan d a rd Oil Trust. Some 
m onths ago Rioe purchased in ojwli m arket five 
Standard Oil T rust certificates. Ue also received 
an additional share as a stock dividend 011 his 
five shares. The certificates rem ained in the 
nam e of t he person from whom Rice purchased 
them , a n d notw ithstanding repeated efforts to 
have them transferred to his nam e on the 
books the trust refused to comply w ith his de­ 
m ands. 
Then h e began suit in the Suprem e Court 
against John D. Rockefeller and others of the 
Tin «tees. 
T heir defense was th a t Rice had not estab­ 
lished his title to th e certificates aud was hostile 
to th e defendants, having purchased the certifi­ 
ca es for th e purpose of hura— ing and annoying 
th e trust: tr at Rice had instituted several suits 
to annoy th e defendants, and had offered to 
drop the proceedings if th e trust paid $159,000 
for his oil refinery at M arietta. Ohio.

Judge O’Rrien, in giving judgm ent in favor of 
R ice, says he had established his right to be­ 
come the transferee u n d er the trm t agieem ent. 
As to th e suits against the railroads p.nd others, 
the Judge holds th a t they w ere justified bv u n ­ 
ju st discrim ination iu freight. At am*’rate, 
even if these suits w ere unjustifiable, th at the 
fact should t o t have been p u t forth as a reason 
to deprive the plaintiff o f his rights.

COMPOSITION OF THE BOARD OF FREE­ 
HOLDERS. 


The fifteen citizens nominated by the 
Trustees to form a new charter for this 
city are good men. They have the respect 
of the people. Mainly they are business 
men, and have credit with the commercial 
world. They are conservative, industriou8 
and estimable gentlemen, and the loss of 
any one of them would be sincerely and 
universally mourned in this city. AVe es­ 
teem these gentlemen, and the relations of 
the R e c o rd - U n io s with every one of 
them are cordial and kindly. But when 
these things have been said, about all has 
been said. There are not, of the entire 
list of fifteen, more than three who have 
given any reading, study or profound 
thought to the great problem and the his­ 
tory of municipal government. 
If we 
might except two or three, there are none 
of them who will say that their knowledge 
of the subject extends beyond the limited 
experience to be gained within the narrow 
bounds of the city of Sacramento. 
AVe venture the assertion that there is 
no question to-day before the American 
people fraught with greater difficulties 
than this problem of municipal govern­ 
ment. The Journal of Economics recently 
declared that it is more difficult than the 
problems surrounding the establishment of 
economic State government, and of the 
soundness of that judgment there can be 
no question. 
Indeed, there has been given 
for many years to the best systems of mu­ 
nicipal government the best thought and 
the profoundest study of the best minds of 
the nation. 
It is true that we should find difficulty 
in electing a full Board of men qualified by 
thought, reading, experienee, and the ob­ 
servation of other systems. AVe cannot 
expect to make up a Board to the standard 
of the highest ideal, but it is true that we 
have a number of citizens every whit as 
good, and standing as high in public 
esteem as those named by the Trustees, 
who are in some branches abreast with the 
literature and the principles of the best 
form of municipal government and muni­ 
cipal reform yet secured in this country; 
men who, by reason of their habits of 
thought and study, as well as their native 
ability, as a group would prove more com­ 
petent for the task to be set the new Board 
than two-thirds of those named by the 
Trustees. 
AATe have citizens who have had much 
actual experience in municipal govern­ 
ment in California ; who have faced many 
problems 
involved in charter-making; 
who have served the people in municipal 
affairs, and know by experience what are 
the special local needs and the best reme­ 
dies. AVe have also citizens the peers of 
those named by the Trustees who are 
qualified by technical education and years 
ot study for the consideration of special 
abstruse problems for which 
provision 
must be made in the new constitution of 
the city, such as drainage, levee building, 
street improvement, sanitation, and similar 
matters. 
AVe have also citizens qualified 
by experience and observation, by travel 
and 
by financial 
attrition 
with 
the 
money world, to serve on the Board 
in 
aid of 
the settlement 
of 
fiscal 
questions. 
From these several classes of 
intelligence and experience there can be 
selected fifteen men far better qualified, as 
a group, to handle the matter of charter- 
making than two-thirds of the nominees 
of the Trustees. 
And in saying all these 
things we happen to know that we reflect 
the opinion of some of the very citizens 
the Trustees have put forward to be voted 
for. 
It has been suggested, and the sugges­ 
tion comes from sources worthy of con­ 
sideration, that the composition of the 
new Board can be much improved by giv­ 
ing the places to which legal gentlemen 
have been named to others, thus enlarging 
the capacity of the Board very greatly 
and leaving to the freeholders theseleetion 
of, say, two counsel to advise it and steer it 
clear of the shoals and rocks of constitu­ 
tional law and the Codes. It is claimed, 
and not without force, that we cannot ex­ 
pect from lawyers on the Board that they 
will give from their hours of personal 
labor that study and research absolutely 
necessary to the proper guidance of the 
Board. 
At the most, they cannot be ex­ 
pected, say the originators of the sugges­ 
tion, to give any more of their private 
time to the business of the Board than 
will the merchants upon it, not one of 
whom will be expected to permit his busi­ 
ness to suffer for want of his personal at­ 
tention; but wise 
economy, say these 
friends of charter reform, bids us adopt 
the plan of engaging counsel to labor for 
the board, to advise it as counsel, and to 
search for it the law and give to the task 
all the time necessary. 
There are rumors sufficiently vigorous 
to command attention, relating to supposed 
outside influences brought to bear in the 
selection of the names submitted, which, if 
found to have the basis of truth, will 
not be at all creditable to the parties en­ 
gaged in exercising them. 
But, aside from 
these matters, the list is faulty and un­ 
satisfactory. 
From the lists suggested by 
the press of the city and the Board of 
Trade aud those considered by the Trus­ 
tees, we repeat that a far better group could 
have been made up ; a group that would 
in its parts represent the thought given 
to these matters, the experienceof the past 
in municipal government, the best finan­ 
cial judgment at command, the highest in­ 
telligence upon technical questions in­ 
volved possible for the city to secure un­ 
der the law. 
In short, from the lists so 
submitted it is improbable that the Trus­ 
tees could have made up a weaker group 
than that they have presented. This city, 
in entering upon this new experiment, 
cannot aflbrd to grope or to flounder; it 
should command its best material, and so 
choose from the classes of intelligence that 
the very best results possible to be at­ 
tained by it will be secured, for it is not 
building for an hour, or a day, or a vear, 
but for time and posterity. 


NOTE AND COMMENT. 


The disregard of the sensational press for 
the memory of the dead and the feelings of 
the living is becoming so grossly abused 
that it amounts to a’most sacrilege. On 
Monday one of the most prominent men 
in the State died at San Jose. In announc­ 
ing the cad occurrence the San Francisco 
Pott headed the death notice in flaming 
type, "Old Dad Dead.”

D O W A G ER EM PRESS D EAD. 


A W om an W hose E n tire Life W as M arked 
W ith B enevolence. 
B e r lin, January 7th.—The Dowager Empress 
Augusta died this morning at 4:30. Her death 
was caused by influenza, irom which she had 
been suffering most acutely. Last night she 
h a d a relapse, and at 12 o clock her condition 
was considered critical. At 2 o’clock the Em­ 
peror aud Empress and their two eldest sons— 
the Crown Prince William and Prince Freder­ 
ick—and the Grand Duke and Grand Duchess 
of Baden, the son in-law and daughter respect­ 
ively of the Dowager Empress, were at her bed­ 
side. Count Yon Moltke left her palace at 
noon. He was much affected at her alarming 
condition. A large crowd assembled in I nter 
den Linden before the palace, and m ach sym­ 
pathy was shown for the Empress. 
The death of the ex-Empress Augusta was an­ 
nounced to the people by the lowering of the 
imperial standard from its place over the palace. 
The Empress pasted away peacefully, sur­ 
rounded by nearly all her near relatives. As the 
end came, mourners knelt around her bed, and 
the Court Chaplain offeied a prayer and then 
blessed the tem&iue of Emperor William aud 
the Empress, and soon after left the chamber. 
At an early hour in the morning the doctors 
perceived there was uo hope of saving the Em­ 
press’ life. She had suffered from influenza for 
three days, and bore the malady so well that 
Monday night her recovery was looked upon as 
certain, but in the course of the night pneumo­ 
nia developed, and presented a crisis too great 
for her remaiuing strength. 
The Hcxchsanziger says the Emperor and the 
whole imperial family are in the deepest alllic- 
tion at the sad event. 
[Augusta Maria Louisa Catherine was born 
September 3,1811, daughter of Charles Frederic, 
Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar, her mother Deing 
a daughter of Paui I. of Russia. The Princess 
haying been educated at the court of her grand­ 
father, Charles Augustus, Grand Duke of Saxe- 
Weimar, who was an intim ate friend of Goetlie, 
Wieiand aud other men of letters resident at 
Weimar, she made their acquaintance aud was 
on familar terms in particular with the German 
poet Goethe. Augusta married William, Prince 
of Prussia, June 11.1829. aud by this marriage 
became afterwards the Queen of Prussia, and iu 
1871 the Empress of Germany. The Empress 
had but two children—the Crown Prince of 
(íermaHV, who married the Princess Royal of 
England, and the Princess Louisa. She was 
highly esteemed for her benevolence aud re­ 
spected as a patron of the arts aud literature. 
During the F rauco-Prussian war her exertions 
were unrem itting in behalf of the wounded 
soldiers, lu 1872 she founded a seminary for 
the education of the daughters of officers who 
fell in battle. The present Emperor of Germany 
is her grandson.] 


HAM MOND’S LETTERS.

An ex-postal messenger named Perkins 
testified that alter he had given his testimony 
to the police Newton tried to induce him to go 
to Australia. Newton said he knw somebody 
who would give £2*9 down and £1 pound a week 
expenses for three years to him (Perkins) and 
the other boys, Wright, Swinco and Barber, 
who had given information to the police if they 
would emigrate together.

SENATE.

Ywornees offered a preamble and resolu­ 


tion reciting the newspaper report that Cham­ 
bers, United States District Attorney at Ind.an- 
apolis, had interfered in his official capacity to 
prevent the arrest of W. W. Dudley on a charge 
of feloniously violating the election laws of In ­ 
diana at the last Presidential election, directing 
the Attorney-General to report what instruc­ 
tions the Department of Justice issued to Cham­ 
bers on the subject, and furnish copies of corre­ 
spondence. 
He asked that the resolution be laid over un­ 
til to-morrow, when he would submit remarks 
upon it. 
Edmunds said : “That’s right. I am iu favor 
of the substance of it.’’ 
The resolution went over. 
Morgan proceeded to address the Senate on 
the subject of the bill heretofore introduced by 
Butler to provide for the emigration of persons 
of color from the Southern States, lie had 
reached the conclusion that there was a natural 
incongruity and an irrepressible conflict be­ 
tween the races. The return of the negro race 
to Africa was the only solution of the problem. 
Morgan, m addressing the Senate, said that it 
was undeniable that the aversion between the 
two races had greatly increased since slavery 
was abolished, aud it would increase so loDg as 
a large portion of ihe population was of the 
African race. Experience would not permit 
the statement that such a feeling of aversion 
existed only in the South. It was not so intense 
in the South as it was in the North. It was not 
so strong between the negro and his former 
master as it was between the negro and those 
who never owned slaves. Separation of the 
races was the only thing that would extinguish 
race aversion. In Africa the negro could grow 
up to the full measure of his destiny. Slavery, 
Morgan 
said, 
would be 
abolished 
in 
Central 
Africa. 
If the 
work 
waa 
left 
to 
the 
whites it 
wculd 
be 
a 
slow process, but the American negro would 
accomplish it, if he dwelt among those people. 
In summing up his speech Moagan pointed to 
the fact that the negroes had no chauce to rise 
in this country. 
Political influence 
would 
never lift the negro race in this country above 
its present level. 
On the contrary, the friction 
and collision caused by the negro's use of the 
billot would create more and more enmity 
against tbe negro race. 
He (Morgan) looked 
forward to the establishment of a free repub­ 
lican government in the Congo region by the 
influence of Ameriea or American negroes, 
who would thus be redeemers aud regenerators 
of their fatherland. 
A message from the President, in relation to 
the claim of the widow of John Paul, a German 
subject, arising out of bis death at Wilmington, 
North Carolina, aud recommending an appro­ 
priation of 15,000, was presented to the Senate 
and referred. 
Alter an executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
llOl’SE I’RCKKIDINGS. 
W ashington, January 7ih.—There was an 
unusually small number of members present 
when the House was called to order to-day. 
The Speaker stated to the House that “iu ac­ 
cordance with the authority vested in him yes­ 
terday,’’ he had administered the oath of oflice 
to Samuel J. Randall of Pennsylvania. 
McComas of Maryland offered a resolution 
that the House resolve itself into a Committee 
of the Whole for the consideration of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia Appropriation bill, the com­ 
mittee to be governed by the rules of the last 
Congress. Breckenridge raised the question of 
consideration against the resolution, and the 
8peaker ruled that the question of consideration 
could not be raised against a resolution because 
a resolution was in the nature of a motion regu­ 
lating the business of the House. Breckenridge 
said that the resolution went further than that, 
and provided for the adoption of a code of rules. 
He appealed from the decisiou, aud Carlisle of 
Kentucky vigorously attacked tha Speaker's 
ruling. He argued that no question of consid­ 
eration could be taken against a motion to go 
into Committee of the Whole, but the ponding 
resolution went far beyond that and provided 
lor a code of rules. He thought that tbe time 
had come when the House, if it was to be gov­ 
erned by ru es, should have those rules. 1 here 
was great applause ou the Democratic side at 
the conc usión of Carlisle’s speech. 
The discussion continued at length, and was 
participated iu by Crisp of Geer.ia, Blaiul oi 
Missouri aud McKinley of Ohio. 
Henderson of Iowa, said that as he understood 
the m atter, the gentlemen on the other side 
were opposed to doing anything » ithout rules, 
and wanted rules adopted uuder which nothing 
could be done. Tbe m iorttv was charged with 
trying to ravish the other Bide without rules. 
How? 
By proposing lo consider and pass the 
bills on the calendar tinder rules made by a 
Democratic House. 
Was that ravishment? He 
wanted the Republican members lo come up 
shoulder to shoulder, aud show they were ready 
to do the business of the country. Let the Com­ 
mittee on Rules take its time and bring in a 
code which would advance and not obstruct 
business. 
McAdoo of Few Jersey regarded tbe debate 
as a prelim'nary skirmish 011 the part of the 
majority in order to see whether the minority 
c Jttld be starved out and made 10 take auy 
rules which might, be presented. 
It was the 
duty of the minority to stand here until the end 
of Congress, like a single man, to maintain 
their rights and digui'y. 
After a protracted discussion the decision of 
the Chair was sustained by a vote of yeas, 135; 
nays, 124, a party vote. 
M' Comas then demanded the previous ques­ 
tion on the adoption of his resolution aud it was 
ordered yeas, 1-1; nays, 122. 
No further opposition to the resolution was 
made by the Democrats, and it having been 
adopted, the House went Into Committee ol 
the Whole for the consideration ot the district 
bill.

A n d B rin g s A ndy W oodson A g ain B efo re 
th e C o u rts on a V ery Serious 
C rim in al C h arg e. 


The examination of Andy Woodson and 
Billy Milligan on charges of grand larceny 
took place before Justice Baker yesterday 
afternoon. District Attorney Bruner con­ 
ducted the prosecution, and E. C. Hart ap­ 
peared for Milligan. The other defendant 
had no counsel, possibly because he thought 
he had had sufficient experience in Court 
to conduct his own case. The result, how­ 
ever, was a dismal failure. The defend­ 
ants were charged with having taken $45 
from the person of one W. H. Hubert, 
while the latter was dead drunk at Ante­ 
lope on Friday last. 
Hubert, the complaining witness, was 
first examined. He said he was a laborer 
on Mrs. Lindley’s ranch, near Antelope, 
where Andy Woodson had also been work­ 
ing.

At 
Antelope witness and Woodson went to 
Milligan’s saloon early in the evening. 
Woodson told witness that day that he had 
but 30 ceats. and wanted to go to a dance. 
Witness paid for their dinners. 
About 8 o’clock that evening, in Milli­ 
gan's saloon, witness discovered that he 
was out $45 in gold and some silver. He 
remembered Milligan and Woodson "going 
through” him in the saloon.

On cross-examination witness said he 
remembered two men having hold of him. 
Witness was pretty drunk, but knew that 
Woodson was cne of them, and he thought 
Milligan was the other. He remembered 
being sick, but did not remember that Mill­ 
igan was then behind the bar. Witness 
remembered lying on his back and some­ 
body having his hand in witness’ pocket, 
but he was powerless to move. Witness 
was pretty drunk when he went to Milli­ 
gan’s saloon; had been drinking during the 
day. He did not remember losing $5 at 
Fisher’s saloon. Could not say positively 
how much money he had when he went to 
Milligan’s, nor did he remember giving 
Andy Woodson $20. He thought he had 
probably spent $5 during the day before 
meeting Milligan, but he knew he had $45 
When he left Daly’s place to go to Mill;- 
gan’s place. 
Woodson asked Hubert if he did not say 
to him that he could not trust himself with 
money. 
Witness admitted that he had 
been reckless at Daly’s saloon with his 
money, throwing it about, but did not re­ 
member having had a fight. 


T H EY W EBE AW FUL DBUNK. 
William McKay testified that he met 
Woodson and Hubert in Antelope last Fri­ 
day for the first time. Witness said they 
w re quite drunk. One of them dropped a 
piece of money in getting out of their cart 
in front of Milligan’s saloon, and Wood­ 
son picked it up. Woodson offered to 
treat, but Hubert was too drunk, and laid 
down on the lloor. After a while they 
went out to the platform in front, and 
Woodson tried to get Hubert to go home, 
but the latter wouldn’t go. Woodson then 
asked Milligan if he would take care of 
Hubert for the night, and Milligan said he 
would. Woodson asked Milligan to see if 
Hubert had any money, and, if so, to take 
care of it, and Milligan told Woodson to 
do it. 
The latter then went through 
Hubert’s pockets, while Milligan sup­ 
ported Hubert. Woodson replied that he 
couldn’t find a nickel on Hubert. 
Witness further testified that Woodson 
changed a $5 piece in Milligan’s saloon and 
treated several times. Witness thought it 
was a $20 piece that fell when the man 
got out of the cart. 
Woodson gave Milli­ 
gan a $20 piece to have it changed. After­ 
ward Hubert became very abusive and 
wanted to fight with Milligan. 


h c b e b t ’s j a c k n i f e . 
Mrs. Lindley testified that Hubert worked 
for her, and Woodson came occasionally 
and stopped a few days. On the 1st of Jan­ 
uary she paid Hubert $52. 
Mr. Bruner showed witness a knife, 
which she identified as one that had be­ 
longed to her husband. She had given it 
to Hubert. 
Hubert was recalled, and said that on 
Friday he had loaned the knife to Wood­ 
son, who returned it to him after cutting 
some tobacco. 


RO LLING A DRUNK. 
David Stackhouse testified that he lived 
at Antelope. Saw Woodson and Hubert 
there on Friday last. Was in Milligan’s 
saloon when the men were there, but saw 
no money transaction. Hubert was taken 
sick and witness saw Milligan and Woodson 
standing over him. Saw Woodson going 
through his pockets, but saw no money. 
Hubert was pretty daunk, and had been 
fighting. 


HU BER T “ PUT U P” L IV EL Y . 
Mrs. Lizzie Gannon testified that that she 
saw Andy Woodson and Hubert last Fri­ 
day at her mother's place. Hubert spent 
four or five dollars. Heard Woodson say 
several times that he bad no money, and 
Hubert wouid say it was all right, that he 
would put up for what they bad. Wood­ 
son tried several times to get Hubert to go 
home. 
M ILLIG A N EXONERATED. 
William Milligan, one of the defendants, 
was next called by the prosecution. Mr. 
Bruner said he was satisfied there was no 
case against Milligan, and asked to have 
the charge against him dismissed, as he 
wished to use him as a witness. Milligan 
testified that Woodson and Hubert came to 
his place late on Friday afternoon last. 
Woodson came first, and treated witness, 
and laid down a $5 piece. The change was 
returned to Woodson. Several other drinks 
were had. and Woodson weut out. Halt 
an hour later he returned with Hubert, and 
Woodson again called for drinks. Hubert 
was very drunk and did not drink, and 
soon became sick and vomited. Then he 
fell on the floor, and asked Woodson to 
take his money and keep it. Witness 
looked at him while Woodson felt in some 
of his pockets and said Hubert had no 
money. 
ANDY BECOMES FLU SH . 
While they were drinking Woodson 
gave witness a $20 piece to change, and he 
went to Lou Davis’ place and got it 
changed. He spent 25 cents with Davis 
and then took out the price of the drinks 
and returned $19 and some small change to 
Woodson outside the door, as the latter 
nudged witness to go out. When Woodson 
gave witness the $20 he had it covered 
with bis hand on the bar so that others 
could not see it. 


WOODSON SEALS H IS FATE. 
Woodson asked witness if the latter did 
not tell him in the Sheriff's office that he 
did not see him (Woodson) have any gold. 
Witness—"Andy, it will be better for 
you if I do not answer.” 
Woodson wanted an answer, however, 
and witness then said that when they 
reached the Sheriff’s office Woodson asked 
him not to say anything about him (Wood­ 
son) offering any gold in witness’ salooD. 
"There,” said the witness, turning t o the 
prisoner, “now you see 1 I told you it 
would be better for you if I did D o t answer 
your question.” 
Constable Martin, the arresting officer, 
testified that all he found on Woodson 
when the latter was arrested was a jack- 
knife and 25 cents. 


A LAM E D EFENSE. 
The prosecution here rested, and Wood­ 
son called Mrs. Nellie Fisher to testify in 
his behalf. Witness said that Woodson 
and Hubert were in her place on Friday 
last, and that Hubert paid for most of the 
drinks, but Woodson lost one game of 
cards ahd paid 30 cents. Hubert took a 
$5-piece from his pocket, in her place, and 
lent it to Woodson. 
To the Court witness stated that she saw 
$40 in Hubert’s possession while the men 
were in her place. 


WOODSON ON T H E STAND. 
Andy Woodson himself then made a 
statement. He said that on Friday last he 
and Hubert went from Mrs. Lindley's place 
to Antelope. They spent the day among 
saloons, playing cards, etc., and Hubert 
and another man had a fight. Hubert lent 
witnessane dollar at Mrs Fisher’s. As to 
the knife, Hubert had lent it to him to cut 
some tobacco, and witnes? had neglected to 
return it. 
Hubert gave witness a $5-piece 
at Mrs. Fisher’a from which to get the dol­ 
lar, and witness went to Milligan’s and got 
the change. 
H E LD TO AN SW ER. 
j, 
Mr. Bruner srgued tbat sufficient evi- Í 
dence had been introduced to warrant the j 
Court in holding the defendant to answer. J 
The prisoner made a rather lame state- j 
jaent in conclusion, saying that be believed 


the $20 part of the story was concocted 
simply to clear Milligan. 
Justice Baker said that he was satisfied 
tbat the prisoner Bhould be held to answer, 
and would fix his bail at $2.000.

“ Who is the fellow that’s going to fix np 
Li.: Payne break in the levee down the 
river?” asked a well-known pump-engi- 
neer of a R ecord-U nion reporter yesterday. 
“It isn’t going to be fixed until the water 
goes down,” answered the reporter. 
"I’m surprised at yon newspaper men,” 
continued the (un-civil) engineer. “Here 
you folks have been telling us the Govern­ 
ment will not do anything for a long time, 
and are making people think the river will 
change its course, when in fact a man is 
right here in this city who is going to com­ 
mence the work closing the break next 
Monday.” 
“ Where is he?” asked the reporter. 
“You'll find him np at my house. He 
has engaged my sons—one to run an en­ 
gine and the other as cook, and I guess he 
means business.” 
The reporter immediately set out aDd 
soou reached the house, where he asked 
permission to see the unexpected contractor 
of the big undertaking. Tbat individual 
at once arose from atable at which he was 
eating his dinner and stated to the news- 
gatherer that he was ready to give him any 
informal ion on the subject. He then made 
the following statement as to how he ob­ 
tained the contract and as to his plans : 


W ENT TO HEADQUARTERS. 
“I heard,” said Morris, "that the Gov­ 
ernment had taken in hand the matter of 
fixing the break, and, being in Oregon at 
the time working at levee building on 
Snake river, I telegraphed to Washington, 
stated that I would do the work for$22,000, 
and they notified me to go ahead.” 
"But where is your contract?'’ 
“My brother has it,” he answered, "and 
is on his way here now with forty span of 
horses to do the scraping. My name is G. 
M. Morris and my brother’s E. M. Morris. 
We have made levee-building a businessall 
through the Northwest, and have just fin­ 
ished a job near Humington. up in Oregon, 
which took us five and a half months. We 
propose to stop the water from running 
through the bieak with piles, and we have 
already tour car-loads here. On the next 
train from Oregon 


A LL OF OUR APPARATUS, 
Including piles, engines, timber asd tools, 
will arrive and we are to commence next 
Monday. I have contracted to build 700 
feet of levee for tbe amount mentioned 
($22.000), and intend to employ between 
fifty-five and sixty men on the work. It 
will probably be about the middle of May 
before tbe work will be finished.” 
“Have you taken soundings of the depth 
of water at the break ?” 
"Ob, yes; I've been down there,” an­ 
swered Morris. "The water is on an aver­ 
age about 7i feet deep. We propose to first 
drive piles four feet apart across tbe break. 
At every other pile we drive another in 
front, and when this is done we will com­ 
mence at tbe bed of the river and nail on 
three-inch planks from the bottom up 
above the surface of tbe water, and thus 
shut off the break completely. This done, 
we get onr scrapers together (we use the 
wheel scraper) and throw np the levee, 
and the work is done.” 


THAT MYSTERIOUS CONTRACT, 
The reporter was rather curious to see 
that mysterious conlract, and wanted to 
know who, on the part of the Government, 
had signed it and how it was that the news­ 
papers had not heard of i t : but Morris 
would only state that his brother had all 
the papers, and that they hadn’t talked ou 
the subject to news-gatherers. 
At the house in wiiich he was stopping 
tbe two young men whom he had em­ 
ployed seemed glad of the opportunity 
thus afforded them to work, and though 
they considered Morris somewhat youDg 
(he was about twenty-three years old) to 
undertake such an important piece of bus­ 
iness, they seemed to think everything 
would go along smoothly. 
“I’ll employ all my men right here in 
town,” were the last words he said, as the 
reporter departed, leaving on the mind of 
the Oregonian the impression that he had 
swallowed the whole story, but with the 
conviction 
that 
there 
was something 
wrong. 
COLONEL M EN D E L L 's D E N IA L. 
A dispatch was first sent to San Francisco 
asking whether or not such a contract had 
been 1ft, and upon iuquiry there at tbe 
office of Colonel Mendell it was ascertained 
that nothing bad been done in tbe way of 
letting a contract to any person to close the 
I'ay ae break. 
The railroad freight office was the next 
place visited, and it was ascertained there 
that no carloads of piles were among the 
freight, and that none were on the road 
The pump-engineer, who first gave the in­ 
formation. was next seen, and he told there- 
porter that Morris had told his sons that he 
had bought $250 worth of groceries at the 
American Cash Store and paid for them. 


W ORKING A GROCERY STORE. 
The grocery store was then visited, and 
there, sure enough, were the groceries— 
$250 worth—piled upaud ready to be called 
for. The proprietor of tbe store was asked 
if they were paid for. and replied that they 
were not, and he didn’t expect that they 
would be called for, either. A man named 
Morris had come to him and at first stated 
that he was in tbe cattle business and 
wanted to take a lot of supplies off to his 
ranch. The following day he called and 
told the same story he gave the reporters. 
He was to have called for the goods last 
Sunday, but he has not shown up yet. 


A CO FFEE STAND SU FFERS. 
It is said the same individual beat tbe 
proprietor of a little coffee-house on Eighth 
and K striela out of two meals. 
He 
wanted to borrow some money, but the 
owuer of the stand thought something was 
wrong, and refused him. 
Morris’ meanderings could be traced no 
further. W hat his purpose is can possibly 
be correctly guessed at without 
much 
stretch of imagination. 


WHAT T H E OFFICERS SAY. 
Since the above was put in type the 
R ecord U nion received the following tele 
gram from San Francisco : "Colonel Meu- 
dell and Major Heuer were seen again this 
evening. They say that no contract bus 
been let for closing the break in the Yolo 
levee on tbe Sacramento river. 
IVhtu » 
contract is to be let bids will be advertised 
for by the Government. All other reports 
to the contrary are false.” 


W iey a re th e M eans o f G ettin g E, 
S tartsm an In to J a il. 
There was quite a commotion at tbe jew­ 
elry store of H. Steinman last evening, 
which resulted in the arrest of one E. \V. 
Startsman. It seems tbat some time since 
be borrowed $11 there, leaving a watch 
and pin as security. The jewelry belonged, 
it is said, to his niece, who, after a diligent

He put in an appearance last evening 
and demanded the property, which de­ 
mand Mr. Steinman refused to comply 
with.

SOCIAL AND PERSONAL. 


HYGROMETRIC OBSERVATIONS. 


Signal O b serv er H arw ick T ells H ow F ro st 
an d Ic e a re F o re c a st. 
The Signal Service reports of yesterday 
show that tbe temperature was the lowest 
that has occurred here since the winter of 
1887-8. They also show with what accuracy 
the temperature records can be foretold by 
the hygrometer, which is simply two ther­ 
mometers of the same kind, with one of 
them kept wet all the lime, which causes 
it to read lower than the dry one. The 
difference between the two will show, by 
reference to tables, at what point the tem­ 
perature of the air must be educed before 
dew can be deposited, and this is called tbe 
"dew-point.” When the poiut is below 32° 
then light frosts may be looked for, and 
the lower the temperature of the dew-point 
is below 32°, determines with wbat degree 
of severity the frost will be. 
The records show the dew-point at 5 p . 
a. on the 5th instant to have been 32°. 
A 
heavy frost and tbin ice were indicated for 
the 6th, providing the sky remained cloud­ 
less. It did so, and ttie frost and ice ar­ 
rived on schedule time. At 5 p. K. on the 
6th the dew-point was 28°, or 4° below the 
freezing point. Killing frost and thin ice 
were the result yesterday morning. 
The temperature of the dew-point at 5 
o’clock last evening was 26°, or 6° below 
the fret zlDg point, showing the hygromet- 
rical condition of tbe atmosphere was in a 
fine cond.tion to produce a very severe and 
killing frost for this morning, and ice one- 
sixteentb of an inch or more in thickness.

It was then moved and seconded that 
10,000 copies of the pamphlet be ordered printed. 
a u amendment whs passed, however, allowing 
the Publication Committee to order as many 
printed as was deemed necessary. 
THOSE ST E REOmCOS SUDES. 
Mr. Mills said that he wished to bring to the 
attention of the Board a matter which directly 
touched the personal character o f a gentleman 
w ho had b**en employed by the Board. He re­ 
ferred to btereoptieian Northrup, who had been 
connected with t;a ifotnia on Wheels, 'j he gen­ 
tleman had been accused of accepting money 
to advertirte special ted iou s of the State. 
Mr. 
Mills said that on hearing this he ordered 
Northrup to return to this city. Mr. Smith, the 
Chairman o f the Fresno Board of Trade, was 
requested to exam ine into the matter, and re­ 
turned word that Nor?bmp had collected $45 for 
the 
purpose 
mentioned. 
As Mr. Northrup 
tbougot he had not been rightly treated, Mr. 
Mills asked that any statement that Mr. North­ 
rup might desire to m ake be heard by the 
Board. 
TWENTY YEARS’ EXPERIENCE. 
Permission having been given, Mr. Noithrup 
reviewed the twenty years he had passed in the 
State and the circumstances which led to his 
engagem ent with California on Wheels 
After 
he had started he found that the slides iu- 
tended for the 8teieop icon were few iu number 
and failed to fully represent the promiueut 
places of California. For that ref son he ac­ 
cepted monev for the purpose of having slides 
made of prominent buildiugs iu California. The 
slides he hod prepared already were of the 
Court house and other prominent buildings in 
Fresno. 
He further had contracted to furnish 
slides of the Court-house aud Pavilion in Stock­ 
ton, but, having beeu relieved, he returned the 
money. 
Mr. Northrup further sakl that the ani­ 
mus of the whole ailair was that the Superin­ 
tendent of the traveling show di l not like his 
(Northrup’s) religious belief. The gentleman 
appeared to be honest in his statement, and his 
remarks carried conviction with them. 
The delegates from Fresno corroborated Mr. 
Northmu's assertion that the money had been 
collected for the purpose of having negatives 
and slides made. 
The who e matter was finally referred to the 
Committee on California on W heels. 
TIIE SECRETARY’S ACCOUNTS. 
Mr Mills riated Kiat since the last m eeting of 
the Board he had suspe nded the Secretary, the 
fact having been called to his attention that the 
books o f that official were in a very bad condi­ 
tion. He therefore called upon the Committee 
ot Audit to render their report on the matter. 
General Chipman, from the committee, thcu 
read a very lengthy and detailed leport. con­ 
sisting largely of tables of receipts and expend­ 
itures by the late Secretary. Sin»e September, 
1687, the sum ol 837,032 77 passed through the 
h au dsof Mr. Davies from certaiu sources, of 
w hich sum 825 is not accounted for. 
From the various County Boards o f Trade, Mr. 
Davie:- received 85,850, and accounted for 84,700, 
leaving a balance due o f 51,150. Against this 
should be credited a m onth’s salary due the fx-

Some of the county Boards o f Trade have not 
yet reported the amounts they forward* d to Mr. 
Davies, so that this amount may yet be in­ 
creased. 
The committee stated that Mr. Davies iutends 
to make good any • eficiency. 
A committee was then appointed to prepara a 
new constitution for the State Board aud is 
composed as follows: W. II. Mills N. P. Chip- 
mau. E. J. Gregory, W. S. Emery aud Tyler 
Beach. 
Mr. Mills then moved that the President be 
instructed to make a demand upou Mr. Davies 
for the amount oi shortage, and that failing in 
th s, to take such ster s as are deemed necessary 
to recover the amount of 'h e defalcation. 
It was decided to incorporate and reorganize. 
The Board then adjourned for two weeks.

T h e G overn or o f N ew Y ork C riticises th e 
E le ctio n L aw s. 
A lbany (N. Y\). January 7th.—Governor H ill 
in his annual message to the Legislature, is de­ 
sirous of some changes in the laws relating to 
elections. 
He reviews the present election laws 
and says: 
“Yet in spite of these excellent provisions our 
laws do not reach the two great evils w hich at­ 
tend cur elections—intimidatisn aud corruption. 
These flourish unchecked, bringing sham e upon 
our State, rendering our elections a mockery 
aud threatening even the integrity and exist­ 
ence of cur political institutions. It is indeed a 
sad alltiatioD , which is made and not denied, 
that in some parts oi our State at the receut 
Presidential election, corruption was so unre­ 
strained that scenes at the polls resembled au 
auction more than an election, aud that iu 
other places the intim idation so prevalent was 
undisguised, particularly at some of our m anu­ 
facturing centers, where employes were virtu­ 
ally driven to the polls a»d actually instructed 
by ’ employers as to what tickets they should 
voto.” 
The Governor reviews the Australian sys em 
and finds some excellent thiugs in it, but, as a 
whole, condemns it. He recommends the pas­ 
sage of a law w hich w ill provide for secret com ­ 
partments for vote's, and claim s that this pro­ 
vision alone would do much to prevent c irrup­ 
tion and would secure the chief benefits of true 
electoral reí arm. Ih e Governor objects to an 
exclusively official ballot, and says that the pro­ 
vision w hich r* quires a voter to vote by placing 
a mark opposite the nam e of his candidate is 
unconstitutional, because it makes an educa­ 
tional qualification that the voter shall be able 
to read, otherwise he can’t be able to kuow 
where to place the murk. 


A N IL L IN O IS SE N SA T IO N . 


A Y ou n g W o m a n w h o L o v ed H er N egro 
C oach m an . 
Jacksonville (111.), January 7th.—For a long 
tim e the affairs of Mias Keener and Nathan 
Pasten, her colored coachm an, have been the 
gossip of the town. Some tim e ago Pasten went 
away, aud while gone Miss Keener sent the 
negro a laree amount of valuable properly. 
This morning Pasten returned, and proceeded 
to the home of Miss Keener, where he was met 
by her brother, ’io m Keeuer, who ordered the 
negro away. 
As Pasten turned to go he met Miss Keener 
and a young man r.amed Bancroft. 
Without 
warning the negro drew a pistol and began 
shooting, first at Bancroft, 
who was twice 
wounded, and then 
at 
Miss Keener, who

Miss Keeuer was shot through the lungs and 
hip*, and is in a very critical condition. Posten 
is shot in the arm and head. 
At this moment the negro was clubbed and 
disarmed by the crowd drawn to the scene. 
Pasten is in jail, but so terribly injured it is 
thought he cannot recover. It is said Miss 
Keener cau scarcely live through the night.
